y Frank Wyman is certainly one of St.

NEGRO WOMAN DRAWN IN 


Lives in Mysterious Luxury and Has 
a Strong Protection—Case of 
Mistaken Identity. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Close woven as 
the strangest mingling of the high world 
and the half word in the pages of Dumas 
is the web unrolled today when the story 
behind. the murder of Andrew H. Green by 
Cornelius Williams, the negro, was drawn 
from the histories of those whose names 
‘Were mentioned in connection with the 
cortmné. ‘ High and low, near and far, ran 
the threads that crossed and recrogsed. 
Some reached to'men whose places.in the 
city’s political and industrial deve.opment 
apparently are so exalted as to lift them 
above police investigation. Others descend- 
ed to walks so humdbie that it seemed im- 
possible that the more distinguished actors 
in the tragedy’s ‘prologue could have know1u 
anything of them. 

‘Bessic Davis, the woman on whose ac- 
count Wlillams said he shot Green, was 
found, and when her biography was incor- 
porated in the story the complications in- 
creased. 

The extent of her influence on the lives 

of men is shown by the luxury in which 
she lived in her beautiful house at 236 Cen- 
tral Park West, to which she glimbed from 
poverty, and in which she moved without 
visible source of income. Thera as Han- 
nah Elias, she dweit in a home that many 
of the rich might envy, and was the sensa- 
tion of the people of the neighborhood, 
who, ignorant of the strain in her blood, 
took her for a wealthy Cuban or Mexican. 
The quest of who paid for all that—who 
supplied the rich furniture and hangings, 
the wages of the French maid, the Chinese 
ecok, the Japanese butler, and the coach- 
man, clairmed much attention from those 
who sought to solve the mystery, Mention 
is made of a famous Broadway merchant 
and brewer, whose name is known the 
length and breadth of the land... When fur- 
ther inquiry was made and it developed 
that not only that house, but another, 138 
West Fifty-third street, in which Bessie 
Davis, as Hannah Eliaga took boarders of 
her own color and her name; that large 
sums had been.given her by men high in 
repute, the weight she had as a factor in 
the caze was less incomprehensible than 
it had been. . 
Mistaken identity is the explanation of 
the police and of the victim's friends. Con- 
tributing largely to the mistake on the 
murderer's part, it is urged by the dead 
man’s friends, was the coincidence that 
next to the home.facing Central Park, in 
which was found the woman, lived Rich- 
ard H. Green, a distant relative of Andrew 
H. Green. 
_ Richard H. Green, speaking of his mur- 
dered relative’s visit to him at his home. 
235 Central Park, West, admitted he had 
noted the display made by the woman. and 
even had tried to buy No. 236, tn which she 
lived, so as to get rid of her. He said 
the price demanded for the property was 
more than he cared to y. 
Mrs. Elias, under which name he knew the 
octoroon, he said, in acquiring the house 
had to lift a mortgage for $25,000 in addition 
to the owner’s equity. The total. he inti- 
mated, was large even for that neighbor- 
hood. It is an established fact that the 
woman had much money at her commana. 
Who the bountiful giver was appears cer- 
tain from the murderer’s confession of 
whom he thought his victim was.

LONDON INFLUENCE IS GREAT 


Members of Royal Scottish Academy 
Have Only One Representative 
on Britain’s Art Committee

DDINBURGH, Nov. 21.—Scottish artists 

are up in arms over the St. Louls Expo- 
sition next year. They have been invited 
to send pictures; they want to send pilotures 
—but not through London. There is much 
jealousy between the British Royal Acad- 
emy and the Royal Scottish Academy. 
Att the Paris exhibition a committee of 
R. As. selected the pictures from Britain. 
But poor Scotland was left very far be- 
hind. Her finest pictwres were rejected in 
favor of inferior works from London. 

President Sir James Guthrie is deter- 
mined that unless Scotland gets a fair show 
at St. Louts nothing will be sent officially. 
This has set the studios in a ferment. A 
general assembly of the Royal Scottish 
Academy has just sat for a whole day in 
the Mound galleries, Edinburgh, discussing 
St. Louis. Only one representative from 
Scotiand has been asked to join the fine 
art committee for Britain; all the others 
are London R. As. This will not do. A 
guarantee must be given that suitable 
space will be assigned at St. Louis for a 
display of Scottish art. 

Sir James Guthrie is convinced that 8t. 
Louis would like to have a representative 
collection of Scottish paintings—Highland 
lochs and giens, castles and cottages, moor- 
land scenes and seas'de sketches, and the 
Scots academicians have excellent exam- 
ples of their art to bring before an appreci- 
ative American public. But mot through 
the portals of the Royal Academy, London. 
These Englishmen have too many pictures 
on hand. 

It is to Americans that Scottish picture 
dealers look for buyers at good prices of 
canvases depicting lonely Colonsay or E'gg, 
fishing life on the shores of the Moray Firth 
or glimpses of old Edinburgh and the vil- 
lages of the Lothians and hamlets of the 
Highlands.

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SPOTS ON THE SUN 
THIS OLD EARTH 
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ARE MAKING 
ACT VERY FOOLISH 
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Young Astronomical Prodigy at Denver University Traces Peculiar

Phenomena to Solar

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 21.~—The electrical 
phenomena causing the violent disturb- 
ances of the cable, the telegraph and the 
telephone, noticeable in all parts of the 
United States are undoubtedly due to the 
appearance of two new and very large sun 
spots which were visible at sunrise this 
morning.”’ 


Hubert Howe, the 15-year-old astronomer 
at Denver University, and the discoverer 
of a new group of sun spots at a time 
when the telescopes of all the greatest scien 
tists of the world were trained upon the 
sun, turned from his six-inch glass in the 
small observatory at University Park long 
enough to explain his theory of the elec- 
trical disturbances which have been con- 
vulsing buviness of the cable, telegraph 
and telephone systems. 


‘The dispatches state that these electrical 
disturbances are accompanied by brillant 
and unusual displays of the northern lights. 
It has always been observed by scientists 
that a sun-spotted period is invariably ac- 
companied by increased energy in the auro- 
ra borealis. Fluctuations of the magnetic 
needle are also imvariable at times when 
spots are visible on the sun's disc. Elec- 
trical phenomena of all kigds are common, 
but it is not often that we have such a gen- 


further than Mr. Howe and contend that 
the Influence of sun spots extends even to 
the affairs of men. According to these ad- 
vanced thinkers the normal radiation of 
the sun means health, good crops, sane 
and responsible minds, peace, prosperity 
and life to the planet called ‘“‘Earth.”” De- 
crease in the sun's radiation, they say, 
means plague, failure of crops, erratic ac- 
tions of the minds of men, war and mas- 
sacre and famine.

It appears, however, to be 
disintegrating, and I should not be sur- 
prised to see it pass away before very 
long. The new spots which have appeared 
on the edge of the sun's disc will more 
than take its place.” 

Young Mr. Howe's father, Prof. Herbert

covered by young Mr. Howe last Monday, 
but he has not received an answer to his 
letter.

Zip- 
periam went up to his victim and not 
finding Luxsinger dead, tied a rope around 
his neck and dragged him to a small 
stream and threw him in, placing his foot 
on the unconsclous man’s head to keep 
it under water.

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Nov. 2%.—At last 
the Trade School for Girls has emerged 
from’ the chrysalis a@tafe.

In Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chicago 
He Secured Considerable Business 
for a Fake Publication.

DENVER, Novy, 21.—Maj. 8.

The letter went on to explain that J. Allen 
said he was soliciting ‘‘ads’’ for a publica- 
tion entitled “The West,”’ which the Den- 
ver Rio Grande road was getting out. 
and not having a monogram cut reatly for 
their ‘‘ad’’ when Mr. Allen was in. Moline, 
they had promised to send it to the Smith 
Printing Co, of Denver as Allen directed 
them. Then the firm had written to the 
Smith Printing Co., Denver, and also to 
J. Allen, but both letters had been re- 
turned, 

In reply to both these communications 
Maj. Hooper said he knew nothine of J.

LED 10 SUICIDE 


Blinded at Son’s Grave, Vision of His 
Coffin Haunted Her to 
Death.

PITTSBURG, Nov. 21.—Grieving over the 
death of her only son and the loss of her 
sight, Mrs. Rosanna Schiverkolt, © years 
old, hanged herself to the rafters in the 
attic of her home on Irvin street, near 
Marion Junetion. Her death was one of 
life’s pathetic tragedies. f 

A few years ago she and her son, Adolf, 
and daughter, Sarah, came to America 
from Austria. The son secured work in 
one of the Second avenue milis and the 
mother and daughter kept a small shop 
near the Greenfield junction of the Second 
Avenue Street Railway. Both were well 
known to Greenfield folks, who were 
among their chief patrons. 

Mrs. Schiverkolt had lost one of her eyes 
years ago in an accident at her old home in 
Austria. About a month ago the dead body 
of her son was carried into her home. He 
had been killed in a mill accident. The 
snock was great to the mother, but she 
had sufficient strength to follow the body 
to the cemetery. As she stood beside the 
grave watching the lowering of the coffin 
Into it she recied and would have fallen 
had she not been caught by those standing 
by. 
When she recovered her senses it was 
found that her sight had gone. The last 
}thing she had seen on earth was the coffin 
of her son being lowered into the grave. 
That remained a horrible vision to her 
through the long days and nights of dark- 
ness, and it haunted her so that she chose 
to die to get rid of it. In the dead of 
night, when her daughter was asleep, she 
got a rope, groped her way to the attic and 
there strangled herself to death. 

Her daughter arose about 6:30 that morn- 
ing and went to her mother’s room to call 
er. She found the room empty and the 
bed undisturbed. The daughter then be- 
gan a search, and after going through the 
lower part of the house without finding 
any trace of her mother, went to tne attic, 
where she found Mrs. Schiverkolt sus- 
pended by a rope from the rafters. She 
was dead.

OLD-FASHIONED SHACKLES 
SAVED HIM A SPY’S FATE 


Recruiting Confederate Soldiers 
Within Union Lines Got Him Into 
Trouble—A Tunnel and His Own 
Daring Got Him Out 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


CLINTON, Mo., Nov, 21.—Capt. W. G. 
Watkins, justice of the peace, has his own 
death warrant in his home. It is signed by | 
United States officials and orders that| 
Capt. Watkins be shot for recruiting men ' 
for the Confederate army inside of union | 
lines, | 

It was issued in war times when Capt. | 
Watkins was a Confederate soldier in the 
union prison on Gratiot street, St. Louls. 
It would have been executed long ago if 
Capt. Watkins had not escaped from the 
Gratiot street prison by tunneling under- 
ground, 

Today, almost 40 years after the order 
was issued, Capt. Watkins is a tall, 
straight old man who talks entertainingly 
of his war days and laughs to think that, 


he cheated the United States government. 
} 


out of his long life. 

He looks muclf like Gen. Gomez, although | 
he is of Virginian birth and has no trace) 
of Spaniard in his make-up. 

His eyes have the same keen look and'| 
his mustache turns away from his mouth | 
in the same way as does that of the Cuban | 
general. Perhaps if their war tactics were | 
compared a likeness would also be found | 
that would in a way account for the facial 
resemblance. 

Capt. Watkins had come back from the 
fighting in the South to recruit’ more 
men near his home in southwest Missouri 
when he was captured. 

This is his story of his experience: 


BY CAPT. WATKINS. 


“I was arrested out in the county. They 
kept me in Springfield one night and then 
they took me on to St. Louis. With other 
Confederate soldiers I was put in the old 
prisan on Gratiot street. : 

“It used to be McDowell College long ago. 
It seems that McDowell didn't get along 
well with the people of St. Louis. He had 
his college fixed something like a fort. 

“I was in the hospital for some time after 
[I was taken there. We used to try to stay 
in the hospitak as long as we could when 
we were in prison. We had better times 
in there and more freedom. We learned 
that the Christian Brothers College was 
next door and some one led us .to believe 
that the brothers were favorable to the 
South and would help us to escape if we 
ence got over there. 

“Several of us made up our minds to try 
that means of getting away from fhe 
prison, 


“We got over on the roof of the college 
and crawled through one of the windows 
one night when the guard wasn’t watching 
us carefully. 

“We were found by one of the brothers 
but he was no southern sympathizer or 
else he was loyal to what he thought was 
his duty, 

“He turned us over to the authorities 
and we were taken back to prison. As a 
result of gur attempted escape bells and 
chains were put on our feet and we were 
Closely guarded. 

“We were a jolly iot of fellows though 
and it was hard to discourage us. We 
had no work to do and so we made plans. 

“We made friends with the prisoners that 
did the cooking. §So0me of them slept in the 
house out in the yard. The wife of one of | 
the prisoners lived in St. Louis and she 
used to find out all she could and come and 
tell us. 

“We were shackled so that if we did get 
an opportunity to escape we could not run 
because of the balls and chains. 

‘““Mine were the old-fashioned kind. After 
wearing them for some time I became so 
thin that I could get out of them without 
any trouble. The other fellows were not 
so fortunate. We had to break and wear 
theirs away before they could be sure of | 
liberty. After they were broken we tied 
them together with rags pretending that 
the iron hurt their ankles. 

“We planned to dig our way out under- 
ground. By our frieadship with the boys 
that did the cooking we were sometimes 
able to go into the Httle room outdoors. 
We began operations from the cellar wun- 
derneath this house. We supposed that all 
we would have to do would be to dig 
through to the cellar next door. We got 
knives and other tools from the boys that 
cooked. 

“We worked whenever we could get a 
chance and were much encouraged when 
we made a discovery that changed our 
hopes. There was no cellar under the house 
next door! 

“We corcluded to try the next one and 
kept on digging until we had gone 60 or 
“0 feet. It evas hard work and we had 
to be careful. 

‘When it was almost time for us to go 
and we had the balls and chains all fixed 
so that nothing would hinder us we were 
surprised one evening by a visit from one 
of the officers. 

“tie had come to Investigate the balls 
and chains and to order that they be re- 
moved. 

“He meant to be kind to us. but we 
didn’t appreciate his go0d motive. He 
looked at the feet of the fellows about 
which rags were wrapped. When he be- 
gan to examine them closely the irons 
fell off.

“Then I was glad that they had given 
me the old-fashioned kind. He saw that 


mine were whole and he thought that 1 
was all right, although the Union officers 
had tried to prove that I was a spy and 
my death warrant for recruiting men in 
the Union territory had been written. 

‘The boys whose shackles were broken 
were put under extra guard. 

“We didn’t spend any time worrying 
because our second trial had failed. We 
got ready for the third time. That’s the 
charm they say. 

“We worked on our tunnel and fixed 
things so that we could slip away at 
night. A Confederate risoner called 
the roll every night. Of course he was 
accompanied by a Union officer, but the 
officer was a slow old fellow and the 
Confederate used to be almost through 
before the officer would get through the 
halis behind him. When the rol was 
through the olg@ officer would poke 
around awd take a look at the boys, but 
he didn’t know them, neither did he 
count them. 

“The night we were going, two of us 
that were in the close confinement crowd 
stayed out In this little house until after 
roll call. We got things ready for the 
rest. 

“For days we had been making ready for 
this time. We had agreed that when we 
wee reached the outside of the prison we 
would go ~! twos in different directions. 
travel together being impvestble. 

“When everything was still we crawled 
into our tunnel. It was made pretty well 
at the beginning, but. as it slanted toward 
the close, it became small. 

‘There was ono fellow that wanted us te 
wak. He kept trying to hold us back, 
but we wouldn't Stay. 
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Arrested for Drunkenness a Promi- 


Suicide, 

FINDLAY, O., Nov. 21.—Filled with re- 
morse as a result of having been arrested 
for drunkenness, Frank Ballard, a promi- 
nent oil operator, attempted suicide in the 
city prison carly this morning by butting 
his brains out against the heavy iron bars 
of the cell. Ills conditicn is serious, but 
physicians believe he will recover. Bal- 
lard’s home is in Niles. N. Y., although he 
has been here for several months. He has 
a wife, from whom he became estranged 
shortly before coming to Findlay, and sev- 
eral children. 

After repeated attempts to crush his skull 
Ballard fell unconscious with blood stream- 
ing from the wounds. Upon regaining con- 
sciousness he begged Officer John Hufford 
to shoot him. This request being refused 
he attempted to pull his tongue out and 
was only prevented from doing this by the 
police, who bound him, hands and feet, to 
a stretcher. 

Ray Codden, a youth residing at Bloom- 
dale, who was arrested for pointing fire- 
arms last night, occupled the cell next to 
Ballard. Seeing the latter lying on the 
floor In a pool of blood he became frenzied 


and climbed to the top of his cell. He 
dropped to the floor, intent upon ending his 
life in a manner similar to Ballard's, and 
so told the police when asked what he was 
trying to do. He was put in chains tu pre- 
vent him from doing himself harm. 

Three tramps who spent the night in the 
police station created so mych excitement 
by yelling, sobbing and praying while Bal- 
lard and Codden were trying to end their 
lives and during the moments immediately 
following the attempts that they had to be 
released. They ran all the way to the Lake 
Erle & Western railway yariis, where they 
poarded a freight train bound for Lima.

“I had not been out in the weather for 
11 months and the cold of the rain that 
was falling seemed to have gone through 
me, 

“We stayed there for several days. We 
traded our uniforms for other clothes and 
then we started away. 

“It was ‘December and there was snow 
on the ground. That made it all the harder 
for us. We were in danger all the time we 
Stayed within Union lines and there was

no wey for us to get out except by walking. 

“We knew of a man 
lived outside of St. Louis 
friendly to our cause. 
a farm and we decided to go there. 

“Whenever we.met strangers and Joe 
had to talk he would talk German to me. 
I couldn't understand German, but 1 al- 
ways pretended to jo so. Most of the Ger- 
mans were Union men and Joe and I used 
that way to deceive folks. 

“We spent Christmas at Mr. White's 
house. It was a cold winter. When the 
weather became better we started for the 
South. We went through Arkansas and 
crossed the Red river. We were pursued 
by the mosquito fleet while we were cross- 
ing the river. A crowd of us had gotten 
together and were carrving valuable prrers 
and taking horses with us to the Con- 
federate army. 

“Thev captured all our party, 
escaped.’’

To a few influential citizens of 
Panama, it was judiciously pointed out that 
the defeat of the treaty would anger the 
Washington administration and delay the 
prosperity of the isthmus, so it was sug- 
gested that, if the isthmians should rise in 
revolt, they would be sure of at least the 
moral support of President Roosevelt. 
Then, if they could quickly organize a gov- 
ernment and secure recognition by the 
United States and negotiate a canal treaty, 
America would feel obliged to support them 
and they could divide the $10,000,000 canal 
prize. 

This golden promise served as a leaven 
that kepr constantly working, as the weeks 
went by without any action at Bogota. The 
chief plotters made occasional trips to New 
York, where tentative plans for the revolt 
were made and discussed. 

The Colombian Senate was to adjourn 
Sept. 22, and, a month before that date, it 
was practically certain that it-would take 
no action on the cana] treaty beyond re- 
jecting it. 


THE CONSPIRATORS. 


What was intended to be the final meet- 
ing of the conspirators for the freedom 
of the isthmus was called immediately to 
take place in New York and it was held 
there during the last days of August.

ORIGINAL PLANS. 


They went over the whole situation in 
detail, figured out the strength of. the 
armed force they could raise as compared 
with the Colombian army on the isthmus 
and decided that the revolt should take 
place on the afternon of Sept. 22, the day 
Colombian Congress was to adjourn. 
It was arranged that Panama and Colon 
be seized simultaneously and the 


isthmus. Kesistance was expected only at 
Colon and Panama and, as the garrisons at 
both places were small, it was thought they 


| could be easily overthrown. 


It was reported to the committee that 


United States would view the revolt 


the isthmus open for traffic and would per- 
mit no fighting along the line of railway or 
at either end of it. 


The conspirators appreciated that this 
attitude would be of tmmense advantage 
to whoever was in control of Panama and 
Colon, and it was decided to center all of 
their energies on those points. With the 
United States standing guard to prevent 
any fighting, the revolutionists figured that 
once in possession of the line of railway 
and the towns at the ends of it, they could 
not be dislodged, and although their repub- 
lic might be only a few miles wide and as 
long as the railroad, that they could uego- 
tiate a canal treaty which would bind this 
country to maintain their independence. 


PLOT REVEALED TO HAY. 


J. wacrel Duque Was s8é€.ecied to visit 
Washington and acquaint the administra- 
tion confidentially with the plans of the 
revoluuionisis. He came here at once, and 
on Sept. 3 had a long talk with Secretary 
Hay, in which he unfolded the whole Pan- 
ama scheme. :

If there 
was to be no bloodshed, it was only neces- 
sary for them t arrange to have an Amer- 
ican warship close by when the revolt took 
place. Then, after they had seized Panama 
and Colon and proalaimed their govern- 
ment, the American warship could land 
marines to keep the isthmus open and pre- 
vent the spilling of blood, and it would be. 
plain sailing. 

It was decided to accept Mr. Hay’s ad- 
vice to postpone the revolt. 

In a roundabowt way, it was later learned 
that the President would like to have the 
revolt delayed until after election, but no 
longer.

ment should be proclaimed immediately 
after the close of the polls on Nov. 3 It 
was prociaimed at Panama. iAn unforseen 
emergency prevented the plan from being 
carried out at Colon, but did not seriously 
jeopardize the scheme. 
about it. 

Within a few days after Mr. Duque’s 
meeting with Mr. Hay, Dr. Herran, the Co- 
lombian minister, cabled his government 
full information of the conference and the 
plans of the revolutionary mbvement, urg- 
ing on his government that the movement 
was serious and strongly advising that the 
garrisons at Panama and Colon be greatly 
strengthened at once. 

He was informed that his advice had 
been followed, and that there were 2 
picked men at Panama, instead of which 
there were only 400 half-starved troops, 
who were easily induced to join in the re- 
volt. 

When it was too late, Colombia acted on 
Dr. Herran’s suggestions and, on the night 
the republic was proclaimed, 4 fresh 
troops reached Colon. 

At the same time the Nashville reached 
Colon to “prevent bloodshed,” so there was 
nothing for the troops to do but go back 
to Cartagena. 


ACTIVITY OF BUNAU-VARILLA

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‘GREATEST MALAD 
OFTHE FUTUR 


Experts Look Upon It as the Coming 
Worldwide Plague of the Human 
Race, and They Can Hold Out No 
Hope of Cure. 


30,000 CASES OF THE DISEASE 
IN NEW YORK AND INCREASING 


Some Medical Men Suspect That Can- 
cer Is Merely a Sign of Degenera- 
tive Condition and Is Born of 


Blood Disease.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Cancer is the com- 
ing great malady of mankind. 

This was the judgment reached at the re- 
cent Eritish Medical Congress, and it has 
‘been~confirmed by the expressed opinions 
of the most distinguished surgeons of 
America, France, Germany and Italy. 

Leprosy was the plague of ancient times. 
Consumption its the modern scourge. Can- 
cer is to be the world-wide disease of the 
future. 

“There are now in New York, it Is esti- 
mated, 80,000 cases oi cancer, and the num- 


ber of patients is continually on the in- 
crense. 

No cure has yet been found. Al! classes 
of people are ilable to attack. Prof. Mont- 
gomery, the laryngologist of the Cornel! 
University clinic, told the Post-Dispatch 
that the healthiest person In the city was 
Bpt to fall a victim. 

“Anybody can get cancer,"’ he said, ‘no 
matter how healthy.”’ 

“What is cancer?” 

“Nohody knows exactly what ift is. 
@ milignant growth.” 

Dr. Richard Frothingham, inetructor in 
languages at the Vanderbilt clinic of the 
‘College of Physicians anr Surgeons, when 
asked as to origin of cancer, said: 

“There is a theory—which I do not my- 
eelf belleve—that cancer is the result of an 
imperfect condition of the cells of the body 
mt birth. No one knows what cancer really 
is or why it attacks men.” 


No Cure 
- Offered Anywhere. 


There are two large cancer hospitals in 
New York and several! smaller institutions. 
"No hope of a cure is held out at any of 
these hospitals provided the cancer is with- 
in the body and not on the nose or lip or 
ekin. The best that can be done with 
eancer within the body if it can be gotten 
at at all, is to prolong life by cutting away 
the progressive growths with successive op- 
erations. 

The majority of medical experts are now 
J ed to suspect that cancer may be 
merely a sign of a degenerative condition 
of the tissues due to some biood disease, 
either acquired or tnherited, In support of 
that view they instance the fact that can- 
ecerous growths will continue to sprout, cau- 
lifiower-like, from the tissue at the same. 
place, no matter how often removed. The 
true cancerous tissue will not permanently 
heal. This is taken to indicate inherent 

_ degeneration of the tlasue of such a nature 
as to preclude, positively, any hope of 
cure by operations. 

There have been many widely-heralded 
cures for cancer, the latest being Finsen 
rays, cathode rays, Roetgen rays or X- 

‘.- raya. These cathode or ultra violet rays 
of light, or ether or electricity or what- 
ever it ts, are directed on the cancerous 
growth, with the effect is it hoped, of 
burning not only the visible growth, but 
also all the diseased tisues out of which 
it proceeds. 

Cancer, it is believed, it not only In- 
herited, In the sense of an inherited pre- 
Gisposition, but is likewise directly con- 
tagious, and may be communicated from 
@ patient to a physician. 

There must, however, be a body-con- 
tact, through a cut, for Instance. The 
@isease is not breathed in nor is it ab- 


porbed through the pores. 

Dr. Behla has studied the geographical 
distribution of cancer with some curious 
results, which are quoted by the British 
Medical Journal.

COLOMBIA SHOWS 
BAD FAITH ON 
PART OF UNITED STATES 


ROGOTA, Nov. 21.—The following are ex- 
tracts from the recently exchanged notes 
hetween United States Minister Beaupre 
and Foreign Minister Rico: : 

Mr. Beaupre wrote: “I have received a 
eable message eaying that the people of 
Panama, as the result of a popular move- 
ment, have broken the political treaties 
with Colombia, have reassumed their inde- 
pendence by the adoption of their own gov- 
ernment, which has been recognized by the 
President of the United States, who recom- 
mends that the governments of Colombia 
and Panama arrive at a pacific and equit- 
able settlement of the questions in dispute. 
He declares the United States is bound by 
treaties and by the interests of cliviliza- 
tion to insist that free traffic across the 
‘isthmus be uninterrupted by constant civil

Fe: “BEAUPRE.” 


On the following day Senor Rico acknew!l- 
edged receipt of this note and set forth 
that Colombia, wishing to have the canal 
opened, signed a treaty Jan. 22, 183, to con- 
sider which the Colombian congress was 
called to meet in extra session. .The gov- 


ernment of Colombia was also notified that 
the iJnited States would not admit modifi- 
cations of the measure, and that if it was 
not approved friendly relations between the 
two countries would be compromised and 
the United States Caneress would take 


sainful measures. The treaty was sent to 

Songress. with this infcrmation. The Sen- 

ate did not approve of the treaty and ap- 

pointed a commission to study the best 

means of satisfying the United States gov- 

ranyeat without violating the constitu- 
on.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Rico wrdte that Min- 
ister Herran informed the Tnited Btates 
government on the 3d inst., that the mili- 
tary at Panama had been gsuborned, had 
rebelled and had proclaimed the independ- 
ence of Panama, owing to the belief that 
another military force, arriving that very 
day at Colon, would be disarmed by the 
Nashville's marines, this intervention pre- 
venting the re-establishment of -@onstitu- 
tional order. 

‘The Colombian minister then said the 
United States immediately afterwards en- 
tered into relations with the rebels, indicat- 
ing that Colombia must accept the situa- 
tion or engage in a civil war, the action 
of the United States also meaning that it 
would not allow the Colomblan government 
to take military measures to suppress the 
rebels and re-integrate the nation. The 
United States thus became the ally of the 
rebels and severed the friendly ties with 
Colombia. 

Minister Rico then asserted that this ac- 
tion of the United States was in contrast 
th the steps taken when Texas declared 
her independence, which. the sald, was not 
regornized by the United Stat: l-twe 
years lafer, and referred to the trenty of 
Tiec. 12, 1818, between the Tnited States ond 
New Granada, quoting article 1 and snry- 
ing that the T'nited States by its action 
towards the Colombian forces on the isth- 
mus had- clearly violated said: article. 


DANGEROUS PRECEDENT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Noy. 21.—Charles' Francis 
Adams, the eminent |publicist, in an inter- 
view on the speedy recognition of Panama. 
says that President Roosevelt has estab- 
lished a dangerous preccdent and his course 
has been high-handed. “I understand,”’ he 
said, “that the President himself is un- 
willing to have our policy In the Panama 
case regarded as a precedent. For if this 
policy were to serve as such it would be 
fraught with the gravest consequence to 
the new world. 

“If this case were allowed to become a 
precedent for action in South American 
states there would be slight excuses when 
European nations, for selfish reasons, would 
foment revolutions and hurriedly recognize 
the insurgent government, putting their 
own favorite in power. ’ 
“Plainly, it would be unsafe, even dan- 


gerous, to have pow d such cases as a prece- 
dent by which this government must be 
bound later. And the President and the 
state depariment, if | am informed correct- 
ly, will insist most emphatically that this 
case must be regarded as execptional, both 
as relates to the past and the future,” 
"Then the case is merely one of expedil- 
ency?'’ Mr. Adams was asked, 

“Not even that admission can be madc 
safely to future administration interests. 
The only thing that can be said to the 
world at large is that the whole case is ex- 
ceptional; exceptiona! in violation of inter- 
national law, exceptional in violating every 
tradition of the past in this republic.” 

“What would a parallel have been in the 

past?" 
‘To go back 40 years, it would have been 
just as if Great Britain had recognized 
South Carolina after the stars and stripes 
had been hauled down from Fort Sumter. 
I can remember the time when such ac- 
tion would have been regarded—certainly 
in this part of the nation—as a violation 
of right, fair and honor.between nations. 
It would have been unpardoable,. of 
course."’ 

“Ie-there not some rule of interrational 
law today that would justify it?’ 
“Nobody makes such a claim—-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt least of all.

Protests Innocence of

W. A. Payton, for three years ehief dep- 
uty clerk of St. .Clair County, waived 
preliminary hearing in Belleville Saturday 
afternoon on a charge of forgery, and was 
placed under bond of $800 to await the ac- 
tion of the January grandjury. 

His mother, Mrs. O. G. Harper and J. J. 
Enright of East St. Louis are sureties. 

Payton protested his innocence. He 
burst into’ tears, and asserted that he was 
suffering for the guilt of some one else. 

Payton, who is 32 years old, was arrested 
in East St. Louis. The specific complaint 
on which his arrest was made was filed 
by Philip Wolf, county treasurer, on a 
voucher for a claim presented by D. B. 
Beatty of East St. Lwuis for $5, which Pay- 
ton is charged with ‘“‘raising’’ to $6. Four 
other “raised’’ county warrants have been 
found by the committee appointed by the 
county board of supervisors to investigate 
the books and records of four county of- 
ficials. The amount obtained as estimated 
thus far will aggregate $300. The investi- 
gation will be continued by the committee, 
assisted by expert accountants. 

The members of the committee are A. A. 
Miller, Fred Keck and 5B. J. McHale. 

Late Friday evening, while inspecting the 
county treasurer's books, the committee 


discovered that the claims and voucher 
sheets had been tampered with. 

Erasures were found where insertions had 
been made. Inspection of the original 
vouchers showed that they were greatly 
in excess of the original amounts allowed 
by the county board.

Gillick was Indicted at the time that Mor-} 


and Barrett were indicted for al- 
leged conspiracy in the iseuance of fradu- 
naturalization papers to men in §&t. 
who had not been citizens 
to become legal voters. it 
was understood at the time that the in- 
dictments against Gillick were returned 
chiefly for the purpose of holding him as 
a witness against the others, and the state- 
ment is made now that he has agreed to 
turn state’s evidence and tell what he says 
is the whole story. The indictment against 
him was dismissed yesterday. 

Morrow is accused in 10 indictments of 
four counts each of aiding and abetting 
naturalization frauds. His bond was fixed 
at $12,000. Parrett, convicted on a similar 
charge, was indicted jointly with Morrow 
for the same alleged offenses. He was re- 
quired to give an additional $4000 bond, and 
is under a total bord of $16,000. 

The story which Gillick is éxpected to tell 
on the stand is that Gillick reported to sror- 
row and Barrett at the Democratic head- 
quarters at the Laclede Hotel that he had 
10 foreigners to be naturalized. On instruc- 
tions from Morrow and Barrett, he pre- 
sented them at the court of appeals but 
Barrett overlooked the engagement. Later 
when Gillick complained to Morrow and 
Garrett of their eo eo they got the 
names of the men from Gillick, and nat- 
uralization papers were issued without fur- 
ther formality.

It Was Discussed by the Growers at 
Their Meeting in St.

FUNGUS 
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Dr. Von Schrenk Has Made Exhaust- 
ive Research to Find Some Way 
in Which to Destroy It. 


At a meeting of the American Apple 
Growers’ Congress held in 8t. Louis the 
past weck, the subject which received the 
most atiention and on which lengthy dis- 
cussions were held, was the subject of bil- 
ter rut among apples. This subject has 
Stiained such proportions that it become 
the most important question before 
the apple growers of the Mississippi val- 
ley. 

The bitter rot or ripe rot or apples has 
for many years formed one of the most 
serious enemies of this fruit. It made its 
first appearance in the United States before 
1867. With the {increasing number of apple 
orchard: throughout the central belt of 
states, ite range and destructive action has 
Steadily increased. Dr. Herman Von 
Schrenk, of the Mississippi valley labora- 
tory has made a careful and extensive 
investigation to determine the life history . i Ae

“For the past four or five years the bitter 
rot of apples has been the cause of heavy 
lors to growers and handlers of this fruit. 
The president of the National Apple Ship- 
pers’ Association estimated that the dam- 
age to tho ~gtn crop of the United States 
in 1900 from bitter rot was $10,000,000. In 
some orchards there was a total loss of 
fruit; in others from one-half to two-thirds 
of the crop was destroyed. The disease is 

Uy severe in the Mississippi valley 
and the states along the Ohio river. 

“The bitter rot is a disease of the ripen- 
ing fruit, which appears late.in the sum- 
mer, affecting whole orchards at once and 
destroying vast quantities of fruit when it 
is almost ready for marketing. Estimates 
of the loss resulting to apple growers from 

ravages of the bitter rot in various sec 
ns of the country have been made re- 


peatedly. 

“The sudden pearance of the disease 
at a time when the grower has spent time, 
money and energy in producing a large 
crop, and the almost total destruction of 
the apples in a few days, cauvres the dis- 
ease to be universally feared.

To all of tnese I have 
answered that Messrs. Taylor and McDon- 
ald are close personal friends of mine and 
are men in whom I have the utmost confi- 
dence by reason of their character per- 
sonally and professionally. I am not so 
well acquainted with Mr. Foster, but from 
what I know of him I am sure he is equal- 
ly above reproach in any way. 

“While I am a Pemocrat and will vote

Famous American Scientists Will 
Gather Here for One of Their 
Notable Sessions. 


Twenty-five years ago the American As- 
sociation of the Advancement of 
met in St. Louls. The late Prof. 0. C. 
Marsh of New Haven, the famois paleon- 
tologist. was the president. Prof. R. H. 
Thurston, who died within the last month 
at Corneil University, where he was di- 
rector of the Sibley College of Mechanical 
Engineering, was vice-president of sec- 
tion A, and Mr. A. R. Grote, formerly of 
Buffalo, late of Germany, who has also died 
within the past month, was the vice-preal- 
dent. of section B. The association then con- 
Sisted of bat two sections—A, representing 
mathematics, astronomy, physica, chemis- 
try and mineralogy; and B, geology, zool- 
ogy. botany and anthropology. Prof. F. E. 
Nipher of St. Louis was secretary of sec- 
tion A, and Mr. George Little of Atlanta 
was secretary of section Bb. 

The reception on the part of the citizens 
of St. Louis was very cordial. More than 
one hundred citizens of the city joined the 
asevuciation. 

The scientific men of St. Louis were 
especially prominent at this meeting. it 
is interesting to note, especially, papers by 
John K. Rees on the ‘‘Fort Worth Solar 
Eclipse Party;’ by Prof. F. E. Nipher on 
‘Determination of Rainfall;:"’ by Prof. C. 
V. Riley on “‘Movements of the Rocky 
Mountain Locust or Western Grasshopper, } 
the famous insect whose ravages in north- 
western Missouri, (‘olorado and Kansas had 
ceased oly within a year or two; by 
George Engelmann on “The Compass 
Plants."’ 

In the light of the developments of more 
recent years the St. Louis meeting was oi 
especial interest from the fact that three 
papers were presented by Thomas A. Ed- 
son of Menlo Park, N. J.: (1) “On the 
Applications of the Carbon Button; (2) “On 
the Principle Involved jin the Microphone 
and the Carbon Telephone,’ and (3) “On 
the Use of the Tasimeter for Measuring 
the Heat of the Stars and of the Sun's 
Corona.” 

In 1848, with a membership of 461, the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science was definitely founded and its 
first meeting was held in Philadelphia. 
Since that time and including that meeting 
52 meetings have been held—those for 186) 
to 1865 inclusive being omitted on account 
of the great disturbance in the country 
subsequent to the civil war. Of the body 
of men who met in Philadelphia in 1838 
three are still alive—Samuel I.. Abbot ot 
Boston, Martin H. Royce of Coopersburg 
and Wolcott Gibbs of Newport. 

The objeets of the association are, “by 
periodical and migratory meetings, to pro- 
mote intercourse between those who are 
cultivating science in different. parts of 
America, to give a stronger and more gen- 
eral impulse and a more systematic direc- 
tion to scientific research, and to procure 
for the labors of scientific men increased 
facilities and a wider usefulness.” 

The association showed a fluctuating 
membership from its foundation: until 1875, 
when it gradually increased until 1892 when 
it numbered 237. There was a slight fall- 
ing off in the next six or seven years, but 
the increase began in 1900, and it now num- 
bers over four thousand. 

e names of nearly all the prominent 
scientific men America had produced will 
be found in the volumes of the proceedings 
of the association. Many of the greatest 
achievements of American science have 
been first announced at its meetings. The 
office of president has been held by 62 of 
the most prominent American = actentific 
men. Prof. William B. Rovers was the first 
presiijent. Joserh Henry the first secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, was the 
second president; Louis Agassiz was the 
sixth. 

Ira Remsen. the famous chemist and 
president of Johns Hopkins’ University. is 
the fifty-second. and Carroll D. Wright, 
commissioner of labor, will preside at the 
forthcoming St. Louis meeting.

AE FOOD EXHIBIT 
FOR WORLD'S FAI 


It Will Show the Innocent Public 
How to Protect Its 
Health. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 21.—Secretary Wil-! 


80n today approved and proclaimed the of- 
ficial food standards which have just been 
formulated by the United States food 
standard commission and the executive 
committee of the National Association of 
Pure Food Commissions. The committee 
of the latter organization, which met here 
today, has recommended to the different 
State food departments that these stand- 
ards be adopted for use in. the several 
states. 

The latter, In its recommendation, says 
the general adoption of the standards will 
unify the food control of the states. 

This committee, consisting of <A. H. 
Jones, food commissioner of Ulinols; N. B. 
Critchfield, secretary of agriculture of 
Pennsylvania; R. M. Allen, secretary of 
the National Pure Food Association and 
Food Commissioners J. W. Bailey of Ore- 
gon and J. B. Noble of Connecticut, au- 
thorized its secretary, R. M. Allen, to offi- 
Clally call an international pure food con- 
gress at the St. Louls Exposition and to 
visit at once the governments of Europe 
and invite them to take part. 

Secretary Allen also was instructed to 
lake immediate mene toward organizing an 
exhibit of the work of the state food de- 
partments at the World's Fair. 

One of the leading features of the ex- 
hibits will be the exploitation of the na- 
tlonal bottling and bond law which provides 
a vernment guarantee for pure whisky 
and enables any purchaser of whisky in the 
United States to secure the genuine article 
under government certificates over the 
corks of the bottles. 

The total space to be occupled by the 
national pure food exhibit will approximate 

square feet in the Agricultural buiid- 


ing. 

Pe purpose of this exhibit will be to ex- 
— methods of adulteration in foods and 

everages and to show the public how to 
protect itself In the purchase of all food 
commodities. 

The standards consist of definitions and 
chemical limits and embrace meat and its 
products, milk and its products, sugar and 
related substances, spices and cocoa and 
cocoa products. No chemical limits are 
named for the meat products, the standard 
being fixed by definition only, which gives 
this description: 

“Sound, dressed and properly prepared 
edible parts of animals in good health at 
the time of slaughter.’ 

This is the most. significant part of the 
meat definition. 

The standard of milk is fixed at not less 
than 12 per cent of total solids, not less 
than 8% per cent of the solids and not 
less than 3% per cent of milk fat. The 
atanderd of butter as fixel contains not.

BRICKS AND CANES WEAPONS 


Bitter Feeling Between University 
of West Virginia and W. and J. 
Leads to Bloody Fight 


WASHINGTON, Pa, Nov. 21.—Rioting 
and arrests today followed the annual foot- 
ball game between the Washington and 
Jefferson and the West Virginia universi- 
ties. The game was forfeited to West 
Virginia, 5 to 0. 

Each team had gecured one touchdown 
and failed at goal, and West Virginia was 
about to gain ground, when Referee W. K. 
Brainard gave the contest to the visitors 
on account of alleged delaying tactica on. 
the part of Washington and Jefferson. 

Following the game, students of both in- 
stitutions and townspeople fougAt, and po- 
licemen were called. Heads were broken, 
bricks and clubs were hurled in every direc- 
tion, and a number of arrests were made. 

Bedlam reigned in Washington for two 
hours. The game was fast and exceedingly 
rough. Scarcely a man on either team was 
free from. thumps and bruises, and blood 
was pouring from the faces of several play- 
ers when the game was concluded, 

The trouble first started when it was dis- 
covered, toward the close of the first half, 
that Teas, a University of Pennsylvania 
guard, was playing left tackle for West 
Virginia, under the name of Morgan. 

From the time Teas’ identity was discov- 
ered he was made the mark for the Wash- 
ington and Jefferson men and. was laid 
out after nearly every down. Hayes, W - 
ington and Jefferson's captain, received 
ame as rough treatment from the West 
Virginia players. 

Both goals were made in the first half. 
In the second half West Virginia had 
much the better of it, and when only half 
a minute remained to play Referee Brain- 
ard asserted that a Washington and Jef- 
ferson lHinesman interfered with the ball 
before it was snapped. The offense was 
repeated and Brainard declared the game 
forfelted to West Virginia. 

The visiting players, with ir 300 root- 
ers, who had accompani hem, startei 
to leave the fleld, but were intercepted b 
friends of Washington /and Jefferson. A 
furious fight ensued in/{which the football 
players were principals: 

Referee Brainard was struck twice tn the 
face and painfully hurt, while members 
and followers of both teams were cut by 
blows from” clubs, bricks, canes and other 
weapons. 

The police tried to stop. the riot, but 
were carried away with the crowd. Along 
the streets the fights continued, and it was 
late tonight before anything like order wag 
permanently restored.

It was one of those sloppy tallies where 
the spectator grits his teeth at the fumbles 
and stupidities of the home eleven and 
wishes he only was the quarterback just to 
show how easy it ts to run a team right.

Evelyn B. Baldwin, deposed leader of the 
Biegler expedition to find the north pole, 
fas had his revenge this last week. 

He has seen the Cole County grandjury 
indict Willam Ziegler for alleged bribery 
in the Missouri legislature, and has seen 


an officer set out for the East armed with 
a requisition for Ziegier’s arrest. 

Baldwin was one of the witnesses ex- 
amined by the grandjury which found the 
Ziegler indictment. . 

lie was a voluntary witness, coming 
from the East for the purpose of telling 
his story. After he had told it he went out 
to Edna, Kan., to his father's home, where 
he remained until Saturday, when he re- 
turned to St. Louls. 

It is to such bitter enmity that the once 
fast friendship between Baldwin and Zieg- 
ler has come. The hyphenated Baldwin- 
Ziegler once symbolized the intimacy ex- 
isting between the men. It was a remark- 
able intimacy in many respects, beginning 
suddenly and participated in with such 
sincerity by Ziegler that he opened his 
purse to Baldwin wider than any purse 
had ever been opened to explorer before. 

Isabella sold her jewels that Columbus 
might find ‘the New World. But Ziegler 
did more. He sent Baldwin to find the pole, 
and he backed him with a wealth which, 
so far as the need to draw upon it was 
concerned, was inexhaystible. 

Money is the bugaboo of science and ex- 
ploration. It stood before Baldwin. Zieg- 
ler. in a single burst of enthusiasm, gen- 
erosity and confidence, took it away. 

Of course. nobody outside the -Cole 
County grandjury room may know in what 
measure Baldwin corttributed to the indict- 
ment of Ziegler. It is only known that of 
all those who testified, there were none who 
could be as reasonably rewarded as desiring 
the undoing of Ziegler as Baldwin Is sup- 
posed to desire It. 

Baldwin found in Ziegler the means of 
gratifying an intense and desperate ambi- 
tion. He wanted to find the north pole. 
He was willing*to risk his life, to endure 


‘awful hardships, to abandon all other high- 


ways’ to success—if he could lead an ex- 
* pedition in quest of the pole. 

The story of Aladdin and his magic lamp 
is nut more remarkable than the story of 
Baldwin

He says Ziegler was 
to give Baldwin a cash premium of $100,- 
000 if he found the pole. 

While passing through § St. 
week, Baldwin expressed his displeasure 
with Ziegler in ne uncertain tones. He said 
Ziegler had agreed with him that the ex- 
pedition was to be out two years and that 
had Ziegler stood by this agreement the 
expedition could have patched up its dif- 
ferences, replenished [ts supplies, and re- 
turned to the Arctic. But Ziegler, so Bald- 
win complains, recalled h'm and deposed 
him without giving him the slightest op- 
portunity to recover. 

In other words, Baldwin thought he could 
catch the pole on the bounce after his first 
failure, but Ziegler would not consent to 
permit him to do so. 

Baldwin did not bow, before the ill will 
of Ziegler with graceful acquiescence. The 
expedition meant much to him in a literary 
and scientific way. He had an agreement 
with Ziegler by which all the literary and 
lecturing treasure gathered by the expedi- 
tion was to be Baldwin's. In fact. it is 
said by some of the anti-Baldwin members 
of the crew that Baldwin's refusal to per- 
mit the men to write even diaries for fam- 
ily heirlooms was one of the things that 
brought about the unfortunate estrange- 
ment. 

Raldwin held out against Ziegler’s de- 
mands for all this matecrial—all the scien- 
tific observations, pictures. etc. Somehow 
they settled ft, and Baldwin turned them 
over. How it was arranged is not known, 
but Kelly is credited with-saying that 
Ziegler paid Baldwin $10,000. 


Fjala’s Ascendancy and 
-Baldwin’s Opportunity 


When Baldwin organized his expedition 
he secured as photographer one Anthony 
Fiala of the Brooklyn Eagle. During the 
expedition’s absence into the Arctic the 
photographer Fiala developed native germs 
of leadership. It would seem 80, at least, 
for when Ziegler had settled up and finally 
severed relations with Baldwin, he appoint- 
ed Fiala in his place. The Fiala expedition 
is up in the Arctic at this time. 


Baldwin was naturally alert for an oppor- 
tunity: to be even with Ziegler.

LONDON IN 1700. . 


From the Saturday Review. 

London 200 years ago was a comparative- 
ly small city of about six hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants, the rough and ill-kept 
main roads to which had been but slightly 
improved since Tudor times. ,;The ghastly 
spectacle of many of the trees on the 
Southwark road bending under their bur- 
den of hanged men, had indeed been slight- 
ly modified, but none the less the decom- 
posing heads of ‘‘traiturs’’ still filled the 
atmosphere about London bridge and Tem- 
ple bar with myriads of baneful microbes.

Bear and bull baiting, 
dog fights and boxing matches were at- 
tended even by royalty as late as 1820, and 
five years later all the “‘dandies” in Lon- 
don were paying high prices to stand in the 
carts round Tyburn to behold 22 of their 
fellow-creatures hanged for misdemeanors 
which in our time would be punished with 
a few days’ imprisonment.

WONDERS OF PAPER MAKING 


A large paper mill will make 20 tons of 
finished paper a day. The most modern 
machinery turns out a continuous web of 
finished paper at the rate of 500 feet a min- 
ute. The raw material of wood pulp is 
spruce, poplar, and in smaller quantities 
various other woods are employed. Wood 
pulp has to a great extent superseded the 
use of rags, and entirely so in the manu- 
facture of news paper. The blocks of wood 
are pressed hydraulically against the edge 
of a rapidly revolving grindstone, and by 
attrition reduced to a mushy consistency. 

There is also a chemical process of mak- 
ing wood pulp which is largely used. The 
merchantable shape of the fiber differs 
somewhat. Ground wood pulp is ordinarily 
sold in folded sheets anly partially dry, 
and is, therefore, under common condi- 
tions, only suitable for use near the lo- 
cality of its manufacture, its weight be- 
ing go increased by the watér as to pre- 
clude the profitable transportation of such 
a low-priced product. There are 763 paper- 
making plants in the United States and 
the total capital is $167,507,713, giving em- 
ployment to 6,186 persons. The total cost 
of the materials used was $70,530,236, in 1900. 
The total value of the products was $127,- 
$26,162, and the total power required for 
running the plants was 764,847 horse power.

WOMEN AS LIFE-SAVERS 


The feats of Grace Darling in life-saving 
in England years ago and of Ida Lewis at 
Newport, are now challenged by a Boston 
lass, who swam out alone to a boat con- 
taining six shipwrecked sailors and piloted 
them ashore through dangerous reefs, 
which would have wrecked them. 

Grace Darling accompanied her father, a 
light-house Keeper, in the boat in which he 
put off to rescue some survivors of the 
wrecked steamer Forfarshire, who had 
found refuge on a rock. This was in Sept. 
1838, and it created a great outburst of en- 
thusiasm. The Humane Soctety voted med- 
als to Darling and his daughter; the treas- 
ury gave $250 to Grace, while $5600 raised by 
subscription was invested for her benefit 
and that of her father. Darling complained 
that he and his daughter had to sit for 
portraits seven times in twelve days, while 
Grace would have become bald had she 
complied with all requests for locks of her 
hair. She died of consumption at 27. 

Ida Lowis, the life-saver of Newport, still 
lives at an age past ™ years, with a record 
of half 2 dozen rescues, performed quite 
alone. She is the only woman light-house 
keeper in America; was appointed for life 
in 1879 by Gen. Sheridan, and will be the 
last of her sex—uniess there is some day 
another Ida Lewis.

t have ridden two seasons at the French 
tracks. I have ridden for princes, counts 
and plain méssieurs of the French turf. 

I secured a mount 16 hours after my ar- 
rival in France and never stopped riding 
until my return to this country, with the 
exception of two months I was iil. 

I mastered the French language after a 
time. 

France is the place for every American 
turfman or rider who wishes to make 
money and enjoy life. I cannot go back 
myself, because of my bad health. The 
climate is too moist. 

An Ameérican's superior knowledge of the 
scitenee of racing horses and his cooler 
temperament get him the money bag. 

That is, after all, what we are after. In 
less than two years I have saved $12,000, 
wilich is more than I could have done in 
this country. 

T had been in France but a few hours 
whan I began to realize that to be an 
American counted for something with the 
French racing fraternity. 

I found that all I had to do was to come 
out in riding trousers, lean against a post 
in the paddock, puff a cigar and look 
“wist.”” Boon I would have a small throng 
about me. At first I thought it was curtosi- 
ty, not being able to understand what they 
were saying, until one day I asked Ben 
Rigby if there was anything peculiar about 
my appearance. 

“Not at all, my boy,” he answered. 
“They do the same thing to all of us. They 
think Wwe are chock full of knowledge of 
what i# going to happen in the*next race 
and are waiting for tips. If we wanted to 
tout we could have 4 ‘angels’ a minute,”

It hap- 
pened that I had the best mount of the 
lot, however, and there wasn't another 
American jockey in the race. One English- 
man was the only fellow I was afraid of. 

To me those Frenchmen rode like crazy 
men. They had no more idea of making 
pace than. a baby. They used their horses 
up at the wrong time altogethér. I had 
a fast animal and I let him go, opening up 
& gap at the start. The Frenchmen lay 
back. I made my first run to the stretch 
turn, and eased up going around, so asp not 
to Swing wide whén I hit thé stretch. 

The Frenchmen held fh their horses on 
the straight and when they hit the turn be- 
gan to make their run after me. They 
thought they were gaining until they hit 
the stretch when every mother’s son of 
them swuhg so wide that I gained lengths 
on them. Better still, they bore the slow- 
beginning horses of the Englishman out 
with them. 

I romped home without having to show 
any riding ability at all. They pay little 
attention to time over there or did until 
[Americans came. They thought the turf 
tracks used abroad made up the difference 
between thelr time and that of the Ameri- 
can tracks for equal distances, unti] the 
Americans were pitted against them for 
awhile, 

The Frenchman's great fault is that he 
cannot judge pace, and that is where the 
American has him beaten. When they first 
heard an American trainer tel]! a jockey to 
bréeze a horse in such and such a time, 
taking the first half in #0 and go, they 
lauighed.

THE PAST WEEK 


While the Market Has Not Been 
Lively, the Undercurrent Has 
) Been Much Improved 


' 


UNDERLYING BONDS IN DEMAND 


The Local Financial Conditions Ap- 
- pear to Be Considerably Im- 
proved and Strengthened. 


BY ROBERT N. PEARSON. 


The past week in the local stock market 
showed a slight improvement over the 
prévious period The improvement was 
more in the nature of a bettér tone to the 
trading than tu any increase in business or 
mdvance in price. In fact, the range of 
prices has been again extremely narrow in 
the active issues, and the agaregate of the 
sales was close to the minimum. . 

Still, small favors are not to be ignored 
and even an improvement in the tone of the 
market is welcome. We have been so long 
on the pessimistic line that any change 
which leans toward optimism is» received 
with thanks. . 

The question of “tone’’ to a market Ig 
really of more importance than many peo- 
ple imagine. To those who follow any mar 
ket, there is. always an undercurrent which 
is more to be studied than the simple mat- 
ter of sales and price&. 

The character of the buying and gelling 
during the past week has been less of the 


nature of forced liquidation than for some 
time. All through the week there has been 
a more marked demand on the part of the 
bidders to purchase than on the t of 
the sellers to dispose of holdings. rokers 
tell-me that there has been a steadier de- 
mand for securitics on the part of actual 
estors, who are paying outright for 
r stock, than for a considerable period. 
his is certainly an encouraging feature. 

hroughout the week: there has been a 
continuation of the demand for the under- 
lying street railway bonds. Investors ap- 
pear to have an idea that this class of 
securities is gilt edged, and they have been 
actively e ged, through their brokers 
in bidding for these bonds. But few of 
them have n dislodged from their hold- 
ers, and there has been no liquidation in 
them. 

Transit started the week with sales at 
$13.75, reached a price of $14.25 on Friday 
and dropped back to $14 on Saturday. 
Thursday was the best day, from a point 
of voleme, 400 shares changing hands on 
that day. 

The United Railways preferred was more 
fortunate, from the standpoint of strength 
than the junior issue. The week open 
with sales at $59. and an advance was 
marked each day until the top price of 
$61.50 was reached on Saturday. The buy- 
ing had a decidedly investment ring to it. 

The United Railways 4s were somewhat 
of a disappointment during the week. With 
the other issues showing strength, there 
was an element of weakness which was 
not relished. The fuctuations were nar- 
row, but there was not the active demand 
which had been expected. The saie at $7000 
on Saturday at $78.75 was the principal 
transaction of the week.

The actious vf the speculative mafkeots in 
all ‘the cerea:s indicate very piainiy that 
the majority of professional traders have 
once more turned to the bull side. The old 
arguments that were employed to work the 
@uisiders in and the market values up are 
a@ee more being brought in play and the 
setual conditions that ied to the late .arge 
slump in the markets have lost their in- 
fluence. It looks to me very much as 
though the professionals had become weary 
of living, or attempting to make a living, 
off of one another and had gone out for 
a bull turn, hoping another crop of buyers 


would show to help pay expenses for ‘the 
commission man avd make profitable pick- 
ings for the talent. Following such a 
break as was the late decline, especial.y in 
wheat, a good reaction was in order and 
I am tnelined to believe that purchases 
cn backsets will prove profitable, but for 
the life of me I cannot see where any large 
profits can be secured, and sales on sharp 
advances look as good to me as purchases 
on sharp declines. In short, paying scalp- 
ing markets for both sides are in prospect, 


for the present at any rate.

In the matter of wheat it may be that 
more safety lies in the buying than the 
selling side. It is the season of the year 
when weather conditions chinge over night 
from soft to hard, when country deliveries 
can be cut off and the movement to the 
markets reduced sharply, or the cry of the 
crop ‘killer be heard in the land. Both 
of thoge figured quite impressively in the 
markets the past week, though the crop 
scare died a-borning and the reduced 
Northwest movement will probably finish 
with a return of settled weather in that 
section. Manipulation in the markets and 
talk of “corners’’. are plentiful, creating 
uneasiness among people who” happen to 
be short, and finding people who usually 
tail on to manipulation by the big men of 
the market, notwithstanding the “‘shake 
outs’’ as they generally receive them from 
the manipulators. Any one who can play 
such a cold-blooded proposition as manipu- 
lation from the outside and pluck profits 
out of it’is certainly “a corker.”” And the 


men who run “corners” and win out can 
be counted on the fingers of a hand that 
is shy of several fingers.

There is‘ one unsurmountable fact’ that 
bull spequlation must confront, one that 
will eventually make a quick finish of 
every bull movement until it changes, if it 
ever dues. This is that the foreign con- 
sumers will not pay the price made by 
American speculation, a price far above 
that gladly accepted by competing coun- 
tries, a price that has placed this counir 
in the second rank as an exporter of bread- 
stuffs where heretofore it has been a leader 
by many lengths.

Ve 
must have these demands, yet at the very 
season of the year when we should be 
and usvally are exporting at leapt 5,090.10) 
bu weeklv, our shipments are below 3,000 0% 
bu. This country has permitted Russia. 
Reoumania, India and the Argentine to 
undersell and cut her out for many months 
past of a foreign trade that brings her 
many millions of dollars yearly. and is now 
holding up prehibitive pnmces with the Ar- 
gentine cutting another record-brevkire 
crop. anc Australia in the fleld again as 
an exporter after two years of forced im- 
portation. A speculative craze followed hy 
cold-hlooded mearinulation has = brought 
about this unhealthy condition. and prom- 
fena t6 continue it. The firat 
grain gamblere who bring about such a 
state ot effsirs in the markets of thelr 
country “know. Congress will be taking ac- 
tion toward reculating future tradirg in 
the products of this country, if trade or- 
ganizations do not first make such a move. 


This December wheat deal is stili in 
evidence, though no exciting features have 
developed this week. The most interesting 
were several large settlements by outsiders 
who had December sold here agairst pur- 
chases of the same oovtion fn their own 
market, or ageing. purchases of May here. 
In all nearly 3,000, bu, it Is claimed, were 
thus settled.

The 1903 corn crop is beginning to 
show in the markets, but so far has only 
dribbled in here, and by all that can 
learned the prospects are not at all 
bright for a tor @ movement in the im- 
mediate future. fe is either the poor con- 
dition of the grain or the unattractive 
prices that holds the corn back, but a 
continuance of cold, clear weather 
would probably result in a steadily en- 
larged movement from first hands. The 
new corn that has come in here has been 
so soft that no grade and No. 4 prepon- 
derated until the .ate frost hardened ff, 
when the grading improved to No. 3 and 
even to No. 2. The prices first paid were 
as low as 354$c for No. 4 and 38%c for 
No. 3, but jumped 1%c to 2c very quick- 
ly on the shipping demand that called 
for it. Not much Sn the way of expert 
business has been heard, the meager of- 
ferings and generally poor condition of 
the corn deterring exporters from oper- 
ating. but so also did the low-priced ca- 
ble bids from abroad.

Surplus Reserve in New York Banks 
at Lowest Point Since 
1890.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21—The Evening 
Post tn its Wall street review today says: 

Notwithstanding receipt of $1,800,000 goid 
this ‘week, cash holdings of the banks in 
today’s return show a decrease of $3, 700,000. 

This is disappointing. though it must be 
recalled, of course, that recent weekly 
statements have erred on the other side. It 
will also be borne ir. mind that six to 
seven millions more of English gold is 
affoat for this market, and will presuinably 
have its full effect on next week's bank re- 
turn. 

To-day’s statement once more shows 
reduction in loans, bringing the aggregate 
to the lowest since Jan. 17, though it is 
still well above the figure r@ached at this 
date in any previous year. The loan re- 
duction was less than the loss in cash this 
week; accordingly, surplus reserves decline 
$2,200,000, leaving the margin over the 25 
per cent requirement rather small. It {s in 
fact the lowest figure reached at this period 
sinee 1890, with the one exception of 1899. 


IS COMING 


On the whole, this situation lends decided 


interest to the already. 
fairx in the home and international gmoney 
market. 

So far as the bank stat@ment had any in- 
fluence on the exchange, its infiu- 
ence was unfavorable. But the day’s move- 
ment of prices was of no genuine conse- 
quence. 

The market for international exchange is 
apt to present sudden and strange vicissi- 
tudes, and a very odd one is now apparent- 
ly trypending.

But as the cotton purchases 
have been paid for vigh beg in London's 
gold, it cannot be said that we have the- 
oretically paid in advance our carn} in- 
debtedness with cotton. How tes our 
markets be affected. then, by the Pan- 
ama settlement? The question is not al- 
togwether .easy to answer; its answer de- 
pends, in fact, on market conditions 
quite unconnected with the canal nego- 
tiations. It is possible that yesterday's 
8 per cent call money market had some 
connection. with the matter; though to- 
day’s bank statement is_ explanation 
enough. The strongest effort will, of 
course, be made to offer inducements 
whereby the foreign beneficiaries of the 


canal indemnity may be induced for the 
time to leave their credit here.

Discharged Clerk 


‘CASE MAY GO BEFORE BOARD 


‘Chief of the Civil Service Commis- 
| sion Will Consult Again With 
| Mr. Cooley.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—In his haste 
to dismiss Miss’ Dreyer from the postal 
service, Postmaster-General Payne is dis- 
regarding the recommemiations of the civil 
service. cemmissien and the rules which 
goveya the repwyals from office. The civil 
service rule under which Miss Dreyer was 
discharged is as follows: 

“I. In ‘maRing rémovals, or reductions, 
, and in other punishment, penalties like in 
character shall .be imposed for like of- 

fenses. . 


2. No person shall be removed from a 
competitive position, except for such 
cause as will promote the efficiency of 
boy public service, and for reasons given 
in writing, and the persen whose remov« 
nl in sought shall have notice and be 
_furnished a copy thereof, and be allowed 
a reasonable time for personally an- 
swering the same in writing: but no ex- 
‘amination of witness nor any trial or 
heating shall be required except in the 
| discretion of the officer making the re- 
| moval. 
/answer, and of the order of removal 
| Shall be made a part of the records of 
| the proper department or office, as shall 
‘all the reasons for any change in rank 
or compensation, and the commission 
Shall on request be furnished with 
copies of the originals thereof. 

3. Amy persen in the executive civil 
service who shall willfully violate any 
of the provisions of the civil service act 
or of these rules shall be removed from 
the service. 

In his haste to punish Miss Dreyer. 
Postmaster-Genera Payne has acted 
without any regard for these rules, the 
ove service recommendations or the 
acts. 

He did order the discharge of Mrs. 
Dall without taking trouble to find out 
whether she was employed. 

He lras repeatedly said that he has 
been acting under the instruction of the 
civil service commission, when it is a 
fact that he is flatly disobeying the in- 
struction and recommendation of the 
commission. 


FOULKE URGED HEARING 


In his letter of recommendation Civil 
Service Commissioner Foulke plainly 


said that Miss Dreyer and others should 
have a hearing. The only executive of- 
ficial who ean legally disregard the 
rules of the civil service is the 
executive. The President makes these 
rules by executive order. He can un- 
make them in the same way he can ex- 
cept them. 

When McClay was discharged from 
the navy because he called Admiral 
Schley a catiff, it was necessary to do 
so by executive order, so that it would 
not be necessary to give him a hearing. 
In this case Payne acted without the 
assistance of the President in discharg- 
ing Miss Dreyer. 

He broke tie second paragraph of rule 
2 when he did not give her notice in 
writing of the reasons for her discharge 
and alse afford her a reasonable time 
to anawer in writing. 

Not only that but he has twisted the 
reasons for her diseharge. Mr. Foulke 
recommended that she be dismissed ‘‘be- 
cause she joined in a conspiracy to oust 
Baumhoff,’ while Mr. Payne says nothing 
specifically about this. 

Under the rules she had a right to 
know this. Also, se had a right to an 
answer. 

President 
commission would not discuss the recom- 
mendations of Civil Service Commissioner 
Foulke to Postmaster-General Payne, He 
would not admit that the report of 
Foulke said that Miss Dreyer, as others. 
should be dismissed after a hearing had 
been afforded them.

While he was one, Proctor 
said: “I have not been handling this 
case and am not familiar with the de- 
talls. I certainly understood that Miss 
Dreyer had made a statemént to Foulke. 
I certainly have seen a brief of what she 
said, or waa represented to have said.” 

At this moment Secretary Doyle returned. 
Hie had a brief of the Foulke report, which 
included the recommendations. 

“Mr. Fotlke has evidently disregarded the 
Dreyer statement,’’ said Mr. Doyle. : 

“Did she ever make one?’

From there he 
went to Cincinnatl He finally interested George 
Savage, an attorney of Baltimore, and G. H. 
Pendleton of Cincinnati, then United States min- 
ister to Germany. The latter intervened and 
asked the German court to pay over the money, 
on the ground than Von Muegge was now an 
American citizen and was entitled to the estate 
The decision was that the-estate belonged to 
the baroness and she had a right to dispose of 
it as she saw Ot, and her son would have to meet 
the conditions. The time was, however, extend- 
ed, the baron being allowed ten years from the 
time the decision was given to comply with the 
conditions. 

Later this time was again extended. Under the 
last extension the time will expire Oct. 1, 1904. 

After Von Muegge had done police duty in half 
a dozen cities he made the acquaintance of Con- 
gressman Grosvenor of Ohio. An agreement was 
made whereby Mr. Grosvenor was to keep Von 
Muegge in official positions long enough to ge- 
cure the estate in Germany, the congressman 
getting him the position as congressman and 
ndvising him in the capacity of his lawyer.

Mr. Grosvenor first obtained a position for \ -

The question is 
what the certificate officially shows and I 
have olute confidence that everything will 
be satisfactorily arranged if you will quit 
smashing up and breaking down everything 
which I do. The position of messenger is an 
easy one. There is no dirty or onerous work 
about it and you can certainly hold on to that 
until I can do something better for you. Here 
I am in a political campaign, surrounded on 
every hand by important duties, and you are 
constantly smashing up everything I do for 
you. You will lose your estate unless’ you 
follow my advice. 

The time within which Von Muegge could qual- 
ify was about to expire. Grosvenor had hopes 
that if he could get Von Muegge installed in a 
suitable position he could obtain an extension 
of time. He importuned President McKinley to 
have Von Muegge appointed 4 deputy marshal. 
His request was passed along in the usual way. 
Only a few days remained before the expiration 
of the time. Mr. Grosvenor wrote a very urgent 
letter to the President pleading for immediate 
action and arguing that this great government 
could afford to do a little thing to enable a good 
man like Von Muegge to obtain the fortune which

The will of Marie Josephine, Baroness 
Von Muegge, Countess of Holzendorf 
of Saxony, Germany, was made Nov. 
15, 1879, during the sickness which re- 
sulted in her death. 

She died March 10, 1880, at her private 
summer home in Baden Baden, Ger- 


many. 

The will was probated in the Probate 
Court of Baden Baden. 

It provided that her son should prove 
his ability to control the fortune she 
wished to leave him by serving 10 years 
after the opening of the will in active 

‘vice in any responsible position of 
any city or national government, police 
service preferred. 

A certicate from the city or national 
government under which he had been 
employed that he had served faithfully 
for 10 years was to be filed with the 
Probate Court of Baaen Baden, and if 
accepted the trustec of the estate was 
to be ordered to turn over the estate 
to the heir after 30 days from the date 
of acceptance. 

The time within which the conditions 
may be fulfilled has been twice ex- 
tended by the German courts, 

The time limit set under the last ex- 
tension will expire Oct. 1, 1904. 

Unless the certificate of service which 

Von Muegge is able to produce at that 
time are satisfactory, the entire estate 
will go to the Christian Charity Insti- 


tution of Baden Baden.

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| HEN Jay Humes, the youngest son of 
Mayor Humes, was arrested for pass- 
ing a worthless order bearing his 


father’s name, Start Humes, his brother, heard 
that he was in jail, and went up to headquarters 


to. secure his release. Bail was refused, and this 
so incensed Start that he struck Sergeant 
Stuart in the face. He-was hustled into a cell 
next. to his brother. And that is how the two 
sons of Mayor Humes came to be in jail. 


Mayor Humes was sent for. It was supposed 
that he would immediately order the release of 
his sons. But he did nothing of the kind. 

-Although he had to turn’a deaf ear to the 
pleadings of his wife and although it’ made his 
heart bleed to think of his sons be lng locked in 
célls, he took no step toward effectink their re- 
lease.

The. one represents 
everything that is base and ugly in life;

. The present-day history of the door lead- 
ing to cell ““2"" begins’ with the destréc- 
tion of Newgate Prison by the authorities 
of the city of London last year. Previous 
to that the prison ‘had fallen into disuse - 
for many years. So that when ifs demplition 
was berun much of -ite interior was’ a 
squailfd ruin. This wae particularly so of 
the “underground ther’ ‘of & cells— of which 
“No. 2%” was the most’ celebratsd-—-in »which 
prisoners sentenced to death wee confined. 
To reach this tier it wag necessary for the 
workmen to make excavations in the man- 
ner pursued in searching for the buried 
cities of olden times, and the result fur- 
nishes students of penology and collectors 
of oObjeets used by criminals with some ex- 
tremaly interesting relics, the most valu- 
able of which is the old cell door now in 
New York.

The artist paints what he sees in the 
eyes and the features of the person who 
sits before him. He sees more than the 
world sees. He looks beneath the sur- 
face. He paints the inner man, the hid- 
den women. If insanity lurks beneath 
reason 's mask insanity speaks from the 
canvas. If moral hideousness is con- 
cealed behind the fairest face immoral 
ity stares from the painted eyes. 

The painter’s brush diagnoses the 
approach of a mental crash sooner and 
as unerringly as the skilled neurologist 
can. It delineates character and char- 
acteristics with as great fidelity as the 
keenest student of human nature can. 
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“I painted madame as I found her.” 

Without saying anything, the husband gazed 
searchingly in his wife’s eyes and noticed for 
the first time what the more obseivant eyes of 
the artist had seen long before. 

A month later the wife he loved had gone 
mad. The gleam that the artist had painted 
was the coming of insanity. Not a soul had 
ever guessed it before. 

Not the slightest inkling of the domestic 
tragedy and catastrophe which blighted the 
home had come to the disconsolate husband be- 
fore the portrait was painted, and the wife and 
mother who had filled the home with life and 
love is now confined in an asylum on Long Is- 
land. 

The husband now asks himself if his wife's 
mind could have been suved had he heeded the 
warning of the tell-tale symptoms of mental 
breakdown as soon as the artist lad dejected 
them.

I once painted an outdoor portrait of o young 
woman just for the valué of the light and the 
effects to be secured by such a portrait. ¢ gave 
the picture to the young lady’s sister, who sald 
that the expression of the face was one 
she had never seen, and that the portrait was 
not even a fair likeness. 

One year later, while I was in Europe and had 
forgotten the incident, the sister wrote and 
thanked me, saying that the portrait was at 
that time a perfect likeness and that the ex- 
pression had been fully developed In the young 
girl's face. I certainly saw the expression on 
the girl’s face that had taken one year to be- 
come evident to her own relatives.

To secure a perfect likeness of a person 4m 
artist must Incorporate in the portrait something 
of the character, combined with the mere ex- 
pressions. To do this, a close study of -he face 
and its lines must be made. It Is rare that @ 
picture is successful if the artist does not be- 
come familiar with the subject's character 
through observation. 

The idea that an ortist may detect insanity 
is well founded, and those characteristics may 
be noted without any knowledge of mental dis- 
orders. 

A young woman came to me for a portrait in 
oil, and when the work was about half dome 
I noticed a peculiar expression that Hitted ot 
casionally over her face. It took me, some time 
to finish the picture, and when it was done & 
sossessed that expression. That has been néarly 
two years ago, and her friends are now remark- 
ing as to her queer actions. I surmised that she 
was afflicted with mental disorder. but as no 
one else had noticed it I said nothing. She is 
not generally known to be iIngane, but her queer 
actions and expressions leave no doubt in my 
mind that she is insane, and that. I had seen 
fleeting but strong evidences of the coming 
change in her reason. 

My study that accompanies this article has no 
bearing on this case. as I de not exhibit the 
unfortunate young woman's picture for feat 
that the symptome so plain to me would be seen 
by otiers and commented upon, te the ember- 
rassment of the young woman's familly. 

tlowever. insanity is not the only character- 
istic that is apparent in the face after careful 
=tudy. Goodness and beauty come cut stronger 


than any other quality, and as a rule, a woman's 


fece after a sitting possesses many lines of 
heauty that were not known to be there before 
the artiet completed the work. St. Louls women 
sre noted for thelr beauty and there is too little 
oil portrait work done in this city. As they 
prize portraits of thelr ancestors, just so will 
their children prize their portraits In the years 
to come. 

Photography does not convey the proper idea 
of a person who poses, and a photograph is « 
lic as to the real character and person of any 
one. 

When before a camera one maintaing for «a 
second only a puse and expression that i« un- 
real and as the appearance is so short lived, the 
finished photograph does not show one as he 
really is.

That evening Mrs. William Johnston, aecom- 
panied by Della, went to the home of George 
Johnston, who is a cousin of William. A meet- 
ing of the Rebekah lodge was to be held that 
evening, and Mrs. George Johnston was to have 
been initiated into the order. She and Mrs. 
William Johnston left for the place of meeting 
at the accustomed hour, leaving Della with 
her cousin, George Johnston. 

Taking his cousin with him, George Johnston 
left his home in Fishertown, a suburb of Wi- 
nona, and walked to the business part of the 
town. George bought some groceries and also 
a sack of peanuts for his cousin, and then they 
started homeward. They reached Johnston’s 
home about 9 o’clock. 

There was also visiting at the Johnston home 
at this time Mrs. Blanche Chilton, a sister of 
Mrs, George Johnston, Mrs. Chilton had ar- 
rived two days previous from Kansas City with 
her infant child.

The police, anticipating their arrival, have 
been busy with plans to entertain them. 

Because of the crowded condition of the city 
next year the work of singling out these nuis- 
ances and disposing of them will require more 
| stringent measures than would be necessary 
under ‘ordinary condition. 

Many plans of coping with the situation have 
been puggested by the police, but the one which 
seems to find, most favor with the officers of the 
law smacks of Puritan day methods of punish- 
ment, This is’ that every beggar caught oper- 
ating in St. Louis from now on may be treated 
to a good ducking in the sand whirls of the 
Mississippi. 

The police believe that this sort of treatment 
applied on a few ofthe early arrivals. will have 
the effect. of discouraging others from visiting 
the Exposition. 

In fact, the idea of the police is to, literally 
throw cold water on the plans of these visitors 
to the Fair. . | | 

' After being made acquainted with the waters 
of the Mississippi, every beggar will be invited 
by the police to leave town without further no- 
tice. Any beggar guilty of a second offense will 
be dealt with even more harshly, if such a 
thing is possible. 

If any of them are vaught the second time 
begging in the streets or at homes, they will 
be arrested and sent to the workhouse, or may 
perhaps be put to work under ball and chain 
rule upon the streets in repairing or paving of 
the thoroughfares. , 


Won’t Be Handled With Gloves. 

At tmet it is an assured fact, as Chief of 
Police Wiely puts it, that “they will not -be 
handled with gloves.” 

“?f the situation becomes serious,” said Chief 
Kiely in speaking of the beggars, “I shall rev- 
ommend to the mayor and City Council to 
have an ordinance passed, compelling every man 
atrested for vagrancy er begging to work outa 
heavy fine in strect jabor. 

“However, I think this will not be necessary, 
as the St. Louis police have a wide reputation 
for being an exceedingly unkind hostess toward 
this class of vis tors.

These beggars represent the human mosqui- 
toes of the winter season; they are a recog- 
nized nuisance of a big city. 

That no small number of them will come te 
St. Louis when driven from the East is unques- 
tioned. 

The slogan of the eastern crusaders is “move 
ou.” Consequently the migration takes a west- 
ern course. ! 

It has been even suggested that the advice 
given by way of encouragement to the protest- 
ing “yeggmen” by the campaign workers is that 
of Horace Greeley, “Go West, young man.” 

But this advice, even given in a friendly spirit, 
is unnecessary. Like & river running in its 
course, the natural inclinations of the: profes- 
sional beggar is to be where crowds congregate. 

Some ofthe old’ experienced mendicants who 
have followed begging as\a life occupation, have 
attended everything in the form of show attrac- 
tions from Barnum’s circus to the county fair 
and international exposition. Their absence 
from ‘these is never expected. It is but natural 
that they should come. < 

Most of them are not unknown tv the police 
of every city. Their appearance may change, 
they may grow gray and haggard in the busi- 
ness, but they are always remembered by the 
police. 

In fact, it would be impossible to lose sight 
of a large number of them—the professional 
ones—for the photograph of the incorrigible 
beggar is in every office of the chief of police 
in every Jarge city.

St. Louis. 

ASHINGTON’S eleven is not good to look upon, 
until it gets in action. It is academic in 
weight, and it has no Raffertys, Hogans or De 

Witts in its makeup, physically speaking. 

(t is probably the lightest football eleven that is capable 
of playing with the big universities in this part of the 
country and making a creditable showing. It has been out- 
weighed by every cleven that has confronted it. 

Yet Washington’s team can play football. 

,Wanting special physica] development, the only explana- 
tion is that ite team and indiviual development has been 
carried on along lines that have netted first-class results. 

To the average spectator the game is the finality for the 
football player. The actual contest,'to him, means all 4hat 
the player has to go through with. 

Perhaps he suspects the eleven of getting together ov. 
easionally to practice signals; sometimes his imagination, 


by a photograph or two, may conceive of the’ 


the men through tackling practice. 
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drill, combined with self-abstinence and self-sacrifice—is 
probably most novel to most people. 

But the players, coach and those directly interested in 
Washington’s team, know where the real work comes in. 

They know that the game is merely the fruit of weeks of 
grind, during which the hero of the gridiron is painfully, 
and with many rebuils, shaped from the rough materia! 
into the finished performer; where the clashing individu- 
alities of eleven.men are cogged to work in ~inison—per- 
fect as individuals and harmonious as an aggregation. 

At least that is the ideal. ; 

The trials of the players are many and varied. 

With Washingtoy, the most eXasperating trial is that 
of the recitation room. For Washington’s faculty has no 
sympathy with its football team, and concessions in the 
matter of time for practice are few. 

With the best of conditions,in this respect the plaver, 
in the lecture, is often roundly called to terms by the pro- 
fessor for delinquency, according as the solon_may agree 
or disagree with the wisdom of football as a sport. 

And yet, it is a matter of record that many of the 
best players on university elevens have carried on their 
football training with their studies and graduated with 
In most cases Washington’s football trials of the 
when the difficulties of 


honors, 
recitation room end about 3 p. m., 
training and education are resumed. 

These begin at the clubhouse at League Park, where 
the injured are carefully bandaged before being permitted 
on the field, and some ruled off from practice, after in- 
spection. The coach and trainers look over the men care- 
fully during the process of “donning canvas.” 

During this operdtion, too, the coach begins to tell the 
men a few things as to what he thinks about their play- 
ing. ‘These are generally far from complimentary. It is 
an axiom in football that 10 roasts are worth 400 compli- 
ments in securing work from the eleven. The coach care- 
fully explains his reasons why the work of this and that 
individual whs wrong, and what the correct play is. He 
invites discussion on the part of the players. 

In short, that little dressing half hour from 3 to 3:30 
p. ms is a football recitation “stunde,” wherein a review of 
vesterday’s lesson on the field takes place.

At last all hands are’ ready and the eleven screech out 
onto the field with much noise of cleats in the shoes. 

In any other city than St. Louis the student body, at 
least portions of it, would be found assembled around the 
field, ready to watch and criticise or cheer the work of the 


men. 

In St. Louis there is the ¢old silence of emptiness. No 
students are out to cheer and only a few cut-and-dried- 
football graduates, with a newspaper critic or two, can 
be found. 

Herein lies the reason why St. Lonis football teams lack 
a second eleven. The “scrubs” hawe 1» chance, or but few 
of them have, to get into the game, ‘hey have no encour- 
agement to risk their bones and fritter their time in prac- 
tice, for there is none to see what they do to develop the 
first eleven—-the men who get all the plaudits and cheers 

This vear is the first in which Washington has. suc- 
ceeded in organizing an opposition @ieven to its first team.

Eariv in the season the practice 2 uch on the rudi- 
mentary order, Tackling, explanations of playing sepa- 
rate positions, eatching punts, blocking in the line and 
hundreds of other points are drilled into the men.

Trying to semomber all these instructions is later on 
the problem of the player in @ game.

Hias he not got to put it all over his best friend, who may 
be playing in the “sub” line opposite to him, so decidedly 
that there is no doubt of superiority? 

The first thing about the advanced practice during the 


“strenuous week”—that which just precedes the important, 


game of the schedule—is signal work. To lithber the men

up, both teams are run through plays under the super- 
vision of assistant coaches, generally. 

You would think signal practice easy. But change your 
mind. A play is called, and apparently executed in per- 
fectly frictionless style, when suddenly the bawl of the 
coach is heard across the field: 

“See here you, right halfback, where do you think you 
are in this play’ You must understand that you are 
preceding this runner to get an opponent out of his way. 
If you can’t understaad, there are others who can. Naw, 
get down and try that over.” 

Sometimes the men are not away fast enough; some- 
times the line doesn’t charge fast enough; sometimes a lag- 
ging interference will trip its own runner—and then the 
storm. No plays are worked well, to hear the eoach. 
There is always some way in which it could be done bet- 
ter. 

It is this idea that brings teams up to their present 
high standard of efficiency. 

Aiter 15 minutes cf signal work, the firet and second 
elevens get together. Here, all that need be said is 
“heaven help the second eleven.” In western schools, there 
are generally about eleven rea) efficient men to each team, 
so that except in case of injury, the sub has small chance. 
‘They are on the field to endure and try with small hope 
of praise or prolit. 

They work with no scholarships offered them and from 
pure desire to help out alma mater. At serimmage, all the 
broil and batter and strain of the real game is endured; 
for to show their best form the regular team can have 
no mercy on the subs; while to give the regulars their 
best practice, the “serubs” must work to the very limit, 

It is harder work than in a game, for both sides. Plays 
that of themselves are hard enough, once executed, must 
be repeated over and over for the practice of the first 
eleven, that it may be worked Without a hitch in the con- 
test. 

By the time the coach has finished with each and every 
individual in the practice, the player is apt to wonder how 
he ever obtained the idea that he could piay the game.
